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® Rumblings of discontent in Nazi Germany 
took on a tone of further authenticity Satur- 
day. The German Cardinal, Michael von Faul- 
haber, was reported from Berne to have 
drawn up a sweeping indictment of the Hit- 
ler regime as waging “a war on Christian- 
ity.” 

In his 11 points castigating the Nazi rule, 
the Catholic Cardinal charges that a system 
of “anti-Christian espionage” exists through- 
out the Reich, accompanied by extensive 
persecution of Catholics and Protestants. 
The veteran member of the hierarchy even 
coritends that much of the unrest which the 
Hitlerites attribute to other sources arises 
from “manifestations against the Nazi re- 
gime carried out by members of the Chris- 
tian religions. 

Such sharp thrusts at the Hitlerite set- 
up by a leading member of the German 
Catholic hierarchy are further straws in the 
wind stressing the need for a secdnd Eu- 
ropean front. It would, of course, be a seri- 
ous mistake to imagine from the reports of 
unrest within the Reich that Hitler will col- 
lapse of his own weight. But it would be 
equally erroneous not to see that the land- 
ing of a British-American army of liberation 
on the continent would be a hammer blow 
at German morale, at a time when it is be- 
ginning to exhibit the disquiet which these 
reports indicate. 

For American Catholics, the Cardinal's 
bitter words against Hitlerism serve to show 
where their fate as Americans and Catholics 
lies. It is dependent, as the news from Hol- 
land and other occupied countries also 
demonstrates, upon total.victory for the 
United Nations over the Hitlerite savages. 

Those who have hidden behind the 
“Catholic” name to stiletto America for the 
benéfit of Hitler, people like Charles 
Coughlin and Edward Lodge Curran, 
are enemies of the Catholic people 
in this country and in all other nations, It 
would help America, at this moment of 
stress and peril, for the Catholic hierarchy 
to take such action as would deprive Cough- 
lin of his guise as a Catholic priest. It would 
help the American Catholics if they would 
denounce Coughlin as the seditionist that 
he is and urge publicly that he be brought to 
justice. 


Finland Has New 
Problem: Scarcity 
Of Graveyards

(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, May 10.—Finland, once known 
as the land of lakes, has now become a land 
of graveyards, An ominous silence reigns 
over its cities and villages. Life is at a 
standstill. But there is animation at the 
graveyards which are steadily growing in 
number and size. They no longer fit within 
the confines of the city, they demand ever 
greater areas, 

Finland’s devastated depopulated cities 
are no longer menaced by a housing crisis. 
Instead there is a sharpening graveyard 
crisis. It forms the subject of an editorial 
by Priest Virkkunen in “Uusi Suomi.” 

It has become difficult for him to bury 
the Finns, particularly Finnish soldiers. 
“Of late the shortage in graveyards has be- 
come quite serious,” he writes. “The 
comparatively new cemetery in Hietanijemi 
is filled to capacity. There is one common 
grave at Hietanijemi for 600 soldiers of the 
present war. There is no longer any space.” 

NEED NEW GRAVEYARDS 


The newspaper recommends that the mu- 
nicipal administration of Helsinki find ter- 
ritory for new graveyards.
